VICTORIA MEMORIAL, 


Unveiling Marked by Scenes of Pomp 
and Splendor. 

The Queen Victoria memortal was 
unveiled at London amid scenes of 
pomp and in the presence of British 
and German royalty. King George 
and Queen Mary of England and fm- 
peror Willlam and the empress of 
walked from Buckingham 
palace to the scene of the unveiling, 
while a multitude cheered the mon- 
archs, 

The royal party walked from the 
grand entrance in the quadrangle to 
the grounds of Buckingham palace 
through the central arclrway and the 
new gateway to the statue. A guard 
of honor was drawn upon the quad- 
rangle and the voyal route was lined 
with soldiers and marines drawn up 
with presented arms, 

A squad of mounted police rode 
through the streets wherein the royal 
party was to pass, while the “survell- 
lance squad” of Scotland Yard, under 
personal command of Superintendent 
Frost, kept a sharp lookout for an- 
archists. . 

The royal party ascended the steps 
of an especially constructed dats on 
the palace side of Victoria gardens, 
where they remained through the cer- 
emonies. The scene was brilliant and 
inspiring. The mighty multitude upon 
the Mall made a brilliant setting with 
the gowns of the women and the uni- 
forms of the soldiers and sailors. 

The privileged guests passed be- 
tween lime of soldiers and took up 
their stations. Both King George and 
Emperor William wore the uniforms 
of British field marshals, and their 
breasts were covered with medals. 
They walked side by side, followed by 
the English queen and the German 
empress. Close behind the royal con- 
sorts walked Princess Victoria of 
Prussia and other members of royalty.

No one who has ever seen road 
work going on expects to see any 
good roads built by the white and 
black men between 18 and 45 who 
have not been able to get the doc- 
tors to give thema clearance, 
aud who have touse hoes and 
shovels. They can build a break- 
water across the roads to worry 
teams and shakeup vehicles till 
the next big rain washes it ont; 
then they can work up the edges 
of the road higherthan the mid- 
dle, so the water will have a nice 
place to run right down the mid- 
dle of the rcad.

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BULLOCK SHERIFF’S CASE 


For Neglect of Duty to Protect Prisoner, Sheriff P. 
W. Jinwright Loses His Office. 


P. W. Jinwright was elected(wright and puthim under guard 


Sheriff of Bullock County last 


November, The middle of Janu- 
ary he went into office. Now he 
is out. Yesterday the Supreme 


Court of Alabama|pronounced the 
solemn judgement that he had 
been neglectful of duty and ought 
to be and was removed trom of- 
fice, 


It will be remembered that in 
March last a negro, Aberdeen 
Johnson, committed a fiendish 
crime upon Mrs Butts, of Cren- 


shaw County. Io April Johnson 
was captured near Union Yprings. 


The negro was lodged in sheriff 
Jinwright’s jail at Union Springs 
The same day a mob (it is said 
of Crenshaw County people) took 
Johnson from the jail and lynched 
him. Jinwright had phoned the 
governor that there was danger of 
trouble, and the governor had ar- 
ranged to send soldiers, and in- 
tructed Jinwright to protect the 
prisoner. 

Jiawright, it is said, after ob- 
taining promises from the mem- 
bers of the mob not to molest the 
prisoner, negligently allowed his 
deputies to go to dinuer. . While 
they were at dinner, the mob 
came and handcuffed Sheriff Jin-

while they broke into the jail and 
got the prisoner. 

After the lynching Gov. O’Noal 
had the matter investigated, and 
then ordered impeachment pro- 
ceedings instituted by the Attor. 
ney General before the Supreme 
Court. Then Jipwright’s friends 
got busy. Potitions were circula- 
ted in Pike, Crenshaw, Coffee and 
Bullock Counties, and many sign- 
ere were obtained, asking the Gov. 
ernor to have the Attorney Gener- 
al dismiss the impeachment pro- 
ceadings. Gov. O’Neal told the 
gentlemen who went to Montgom- 
ery to present the petitions that 
he could not do this, 

This week the trial came. Tho 
Supreme Court unanamously de- 
cided that Jinwright had been 
derelict in duty, and ordered that 
he be removed [from office. 

Some of Jinwright’s sympathiz- 
ers say he is an unsophisticated 
farmer, who was chosen sheriff by 
the people of Bullock on sccount 
of his high character. They say 
that if he had had some experience 
in public work he would have 
known how toilet the mob get 
the negro without laying himself 
lable to impeachment.
